Hunters Take Out Licenses. 
At the last session of the legisla 
ture a law was passed requiring 
hunters of big game in this state to 
take out a license, the fee for resi­ 
dents being 25 cents and non resi­ 
dents $25. 
The license can be ob 
tained of the auditor of any county 
on payment of the fee and recites 
that the person named may hunt, 
catch and kill deer, elk, moose and 
caribou for the period of one year 
from the date of issuance during the 
season from Nov. 1 to Nov. 20 of said 
year, under the provisions and con­ 
ditions of chapter 242, laws of 1 HDD. 
A 
physical discription as to age, 
heighth, weight, complexion, color 
of hair and eyes accompanies the li­ 
cense. 
The law also requires the* 
man securing the license to make an 
affidavit as to his place of residence 
and how long he has resided in the 
state, if it being a resident license. 
This license must be in the posses­ 
sion of hunters and shown to persons 
properly empowered to enforce the 
game laws.

Hunters Take Out Licenses. 
At the last session of the legisla­ 
ture a law was passed requiring 
hunters of big game in this state to 
take out a license, the fee for resi­ 
dents being 25 cents and non-resi­ 
dents $25. 
Tho license can be ob­ 
tained of the auditor of any county 
on payment of the fee and recites 
that the person named may hunt, 
catch and kill deer, elk, moose and 
caribou for the poriod of one year 
from the date of issuance during tho 
season from Nov. I to Nov. 20 of suid 
year, under the provisions and con­ 
ditions of chapter 242, laws of 1890. 
A physical discription as to age, 
heighth, weight, complexion, color 
of hair and eyes accompanies the li­ 
cense. 
The law also requires the 
man securing the license to make an 
affidavit as to his place of residence 
and how long he has resided iii the 
state, if it being a resident license. 
This license must be in the posses­ 
sion of hunters and shown to persons 
properly empowered to enforce the 
game laws. 
The law is very strict 
in regard to the matter and will bu 
enforced to the letter.

The famine in structural steel and 
Iron is perhaps 
the 
most 
striking 
am ong the phenomena attendant upon 
M cKinley prosperity. 
N othing like it 
was ever before known in this coun­ 
try, and certainly not in any other 
country. 
Here we have every iron and 
steel producing plant in 
the 
United 
States working to its utm ost capacity, 
and yet there is a big shortage in the 
supply, so great is the demand in many 
lines of construction. 
Because of the 
inability of the mills to fill orders, or 
even to meet the time requirements of 
contracts already entered into, we are 
told by the New York Herald that in 
New York the structural work upon 
many big office buildings is at a stand­ 
still, and public schools that were to 
have been opened for the fall term will 
remain uncompleted; in Philadelphia 
work upon warships for foreign pow­ 
ers is at a halt; in the W est the agri­ 
cultural implement makers are at their 
w its’ ends for material and are renew­ 
ing their demfinds for steel for next 
year’s delivery, and from every section 
contractors and 
builders are calling 
for im possible thirty and sixty day de­ 
liveries of mill products. 
The shortage in structural material, 
says the Herald, is so serious that con­ 
tractors are vainly offering bonuses 
to the manufacturers to 
push 
their 
work. 
It is but a short time since 
structural 
Iron 
and steel were ad­ 
vanced $5 a ton, and it is predicted that 
there will be another increase within 
a few days. 
According to the experts, 
the railroads are the most seriously 
affected by this remarkable state of the 
iron and steel market, and 
already 
American agents are at work in the 
English market obtaining options upon 
Scotch steel. 
The demand 
for 
mill 
products is increasing daily, and those 
w ho are responsible for 
the 
supply 
frankly admit that they are unable to 
cope with 
the 
abnormal 
situation. 
Contractors and builders are 
growing 
desperate and are daily begging those 
w ho hold them in bond to release them 
from obligations 
the 
fulfillment 
of 
which has been made impossible by 
conditions for which they are not re­ 
sponsible. 


From Chicago it is reported that 
r-ailroad tonnage is on a scale never 
before equaled, and is still mounting 
higher. 
As for the iron 
and 
steel 
trade, the exports for June actually 
fell off owing to the great home de­ 
mand. 
The domestic requirement was 
so enormous m at material could not he 
spared for foreign shipment. 
The demand has caused the resur­ 
rection of mills believed to be dead. 
Old plants that have been 
idle for 
years, chiefly from com petitive causes, 
have been reopened and put. in opera­ 
tion. 
If a manufacturer wants 
material 
three months hence he must buy now 
and pay the prices that are current. 
The clamor for materials is in no way 
relieved. 
There have been large sales 
of pig iron for delivery in 1900. 
Iron 
bars cannot be bought 
under 
four 
m onths’ delivery from the mill. 
Vessel owners of Chicago 
having 
suitable bottoms for the transportation 
of iron and steel cannot fill orders. 
Tw o years ago prices were forty-five 
to fifty cents a ton for the haul from 
Lake Superior to Igike Erie. 
Now the 
rat© for ore from Duluth to l^ake Erie 
is $1.30 a ton, and will go higher. 
In Philadelphia the big shipyards, 
notwithstanding the boom in their in­ 
dustry, have been compelled to lay off 
hundreds of men because of delay in 
the arrival 
of 
material. 
Extensive 
building operations have been halted 
and others abandoned. 
Charles Mc- 
Caul said: 
“To my knowledge certain 
big building concerns within the last 
few days have tried to contract with 
local companies for structural steel, to 
be delivered a year from now at pre­ 
vailing prices. 
The proposals were re­ 
fused.” 
The Phoenix Bridge Company is lia­ 
ble to a penalty of $50 per day for fail­ 
ure to complete the big bridge over the 
Schuylkill river at Gray’s Ferry. 
The 
delay is due to the steel famine. 
The 
director of public works has decided 
not to enforce the penalty. 
Pittsburg manufacturers of iron and 
steel say they see no relief for New 
Y'ork contractors. 
The demand is so 
far ahead of the output that it will 
take many m onths for the trade to 
catch up. 
The Carnegie Steel 
Com­ 
pany, it is said, will not take orders 
for structural steel for delivery un­ 
der twelve months. 
I>ast week $38 a 
ton was paid for billets. 
Two years 
ago the price was $14. 
The pig iron 
m anufacturers will not quote 
prices 
for delivery this year. 
The iron and steel industry, it will 
be remembered, is protection’s biggest 
and healthiest child. 
It is an industry 
which free traders twenty-five or thirty 
years ago declared could not be built 
up by a protective tariff. 
Yet today 
the United States leads the world in 
the production of iron and steel. 
Iiig 
as the industry has become, it is not 
able to supply the requirements of the 
great home market in these tim es of 
McKinley prosperity. 
As an index of 
the general conditions that have grown 
out of the restoration of the American 
policy the iron and steel situation is 
interesting and instructive.

It is reported from Duluth that the 
retail business of that city is double 
w hat it was a year ago. 
This state of 
affairs has been brought about chiefly 
by the largely 
increased 
purchases 
made by the families of wage earners.* 
Ther® has been such a growth of in­ 


dustry in that vicinity that there is 
said to be more work to be done than 
there are laborers to do it, and the in­ 
dications are that this condition 
of 
things will continue for some 
time. 
W ith such a demand for labor, w-ages 
afe necessarily high. 
The high wages 
mean liberal purchases on the part of 
the laboring men and their families, 
and the retailers profit by it. 
They in 
their turn make large sales for 
the 
w holesalers and the increased demands 
on the wholesalers m ake more busi-

Mr. Grace says “facts are stronger 
than theories;” and the facts of the 
past two years under the Dingley law, 
as compared with those under the W il­ 
son law. are enough to overturn any 
theory and convince Mr. Grace or any

The famine in structural steel and 
Iron is perhaps 
the 
most 
striking 
among the phenomena attendant upon 
McKinley prosperity. 
Nothing like it 
was ever before known in this coun­ 
try, and certainly not in any other 
country. Here we have every iron and 
steel producing plant in 
the United 
States working to its utmost capacity, 
and yet there is a big shortage in the 
supply, so great is the demand in many 
lines of construction. 
Because of the 
inability of the mills to fill orders, or 
even to meet the time requirements of 
contracts already entered into, we are 
told by the New’ York Herald that in 
New York the structural work upon 
many big office buildings is at a stand­ 
still, and public schools that were to 
have been opened for the fall term will 
remain uncompleted; in Philadelphia 
work upon warships for foreign pow­ 
ers is at a halt; in the West the agri­ 
cultural implement makers are at their 
wits’ ends for material and are renew­ 
ing their demands for steel for next 
year’s delivery, and from every section 
contractors and builders are calling 
for impossible thirty and sixty day de­ 
liveries of mill products. 
The shortage in structural material, 
says the Herald, is so serious that con­ 
tractors are vainly offering bonuses 
to the manufacturers to 
push 
their 
work. 
It is but a short time since 
structural 
iron 
and steel were ad­ 
vanced $5 a ton, and it is predicted that 
there will be another increase within 
a few days. According to the experts, 
the railroads are the most seriously 
affected by this remarkable state of the 
iron and steel market, and 
already 
American agents are at work in the 
English market obtaining options upon 
Scotch steel. 
The demand 
for 
mill 
products is increasing daily, and those 
who are responsible for 
the 
supply 
frankly admit that they are unable to 
cope with the 
abnormal 
situation. 
Contractors and builders are growing 
desperate and are daily begging those 
who hold them in bond to release them 
from obligations 
the 
fulfillment 
of 
which has been made impossible by 
conditions for which they are not re­ 
sponsible. 
From Chicago it is reported that 
railroad tonnage is on a scale never 
before equaled, and is still mounting 
higher. 
As for the iron 
and 
steel 
trade, the exports for June actually 
fell off owing to the great home de­ 
mand. The domestic requirement was 
so enormous mat material could not be 
spared for foreign shipment. 
The demand has caused the resur­ 
rection of mills believed to be dead. 
Old plants that have been idle for 
years, chiefly from competitive causes, 
have been reopened and put in opera­ 
tion. 
If a manufacturer wants 
material 
three months hence he must buy now 
and pay the prices that are current. 
The clamor for materials is in no way 
relieved. There have been large sales 
of pig iron for delivery in 1900. 
Iron 
bars cannot be bought 
under 
four 
months’ delivery from the mill. 
Vessel owners of Chicago 
having 
suitable bottoms for the transportation 
of iron and steel cannot fill orders. 
Two years ago prices were forty-five 
to fifty cents a ton for the haul from 
Lake Superior to Lake Erie. Now the 
rate for ore from Duluth to Lake Erie 
is $1.30 a ton, and will go higher. 
In Philadelphia the big shipyards, 
notwithstanding the boom in their in­ 
dustry, have been compelled to lay off 
hundreds of men because of delay in 
the arrival 
of 
material. 
Extensive 
building operations have been halted 
and others abandoned. 
Charles Mc- 
Caul said: 
“To my knowledge certain 
big building concerns within the last 
few days have tried to contract with 
local companies for structural steel, to 
be delivered a year from now at pre­ 
vailing prices. The proposals were re­ 
fused.” 
The Phoenix Bridge Company is lia­ 
ble to a penalty of $50 per day for fail­ 
ure to complete the big bridge over the 
Schuylkill river at Gray’s Ferry. The 
delay is due to the steel famine. 
The 
director of public works has decided 
not to enforce the penalty. 
Pittsburg manufacturers of iron and 
steel say they see no relief for New 
York contractors. 
The demand is so 
far ahead of the output that it will 
take many months for the trade to 
catch up. 
The Carnegie Steel 
Com­ 
pany, it is said, will not take orders 
for structural steel for delivery un­ 
der twelve months. 
Last week $38 a 
ton was paid for billets. 
Two years 
ago the price was $14. 
The pig iron 
manufacturers will not quote 
prices 
for delivery this year. 
The iron and steel industry, it will 
be remembered, is protection's biggest 
and healthiest child. It is sn industry 
which free traders twenty-five or thirty 
years ago declared could not be built 
up by a protective tariff. 
Yet today 
the United States leads the world in 
the production of iron and steel. Big 
as the industry has become, it is not 
able to supply the requirements of the 
great home market in these times of 
McKinley prosperity. 
As an index of 
the general conditions that have grown 
out of the restoration of the American 
policy the iron and steel situation is 
interesting and instructive. 


there are laborers to do it, and the in­ 
dications are that this condition 
of 
things will continue for some 
time. 
With such a demand for labor, wages 
are necessarily high. The high wages 
mean liberal purchases on the part of 
the laboring men and their families, 
and the retailers profit by it. They in 
their turn make large sales for 
the 
wholesalers and the increased demands 
on the wholesalers make more busi­ 
ness for the manufacturers, and 
so 
the wheel of prosperity goes around. 
The description of the state of affairs 
in Duluth reveals only a few links in 
the "endless chain” by which the pro­ 
tective tariff brings prosperity to the 
whole American people. 


A Convert to Protection. 
The latest and most prominent con­ 
vert to the doctrine of a protective 
tariff is Hon. William R. Grace, former 
mayor of New York apd 
a 
leading 
Democrat of national reputation. 
Mr. 
Grace was for years one of the strong­ 
est free traders, standing in close sym­ 
pathy with Cleveland and Wilson. Mr. 
Grace says: 
“I am not ashamed now to say that 
in the light of recent events I have 
completely changed those views and 
now see, as I believe, clearly that the 
amazing growth in all that makes for 
permanently prosperous conditions and 
in all influences that have so recently 
established the United States as a first 
power among the nations of the world, 
not only politically, but financially and 
commercially, is due in great measure 
to the policy of protection.” 
Mr. Grace says “facts are stronger 
than theories;” and the facts of the 
past two years under the Dingley law, 
as compared with those under the Wil­ 
son law, are enough to overturn any 
theory and convince Mr. Grace or any 
other free trade Democrat.—Tacoma 
(Wash.) Ledger.

The Republican does not tell 
that this recovery of prosperity on the 
part of the New England cotton mills

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Lumbermen’s Wages Higher. 
An exchange predicts that lum­ 
bermen arc facing an almost certain 
shortage of men for their work in 
the woods this winter. 
There is 
j need for a big cut of logs, and if suf 
ficient good labor can be secured, 
anywhere from 800,000,000 to 900,- 
000,000 feet of logs will be cut 
Higher wages will b<» paid than last 
year, but this will not enable the 
lumbermen to get the labor desired. 
The Mississippi Valley Lumberman 
has the following ts say of the situa­ 
tion: 
It is true that the closing of the 
mills, tho end of threshing, of plow 
ing and of railroad construction will 
free an army of mon and horse*. 
But these same men and horses were 
in existence a year ago, and every 
man who went into tho woods for 
logs at a late day knows what trouble 
he had in getting his crew and 
horses together. 
It promises to be 
worse tho coming winter. 
Wages 
last year ranged from $22 to$.'K), the 
former for common labor, swampers, 
sawyers, roadmakers, etc., the latter 
for four horse teamsters. 
Possibly 
better wages than this were paid in 
certain instances. 
This year the 
wages will probably run from $24 
to $.15, whilethe resulting labor will 
probably be less and of a poorer qual­ 
ity than it was under lower wages. 


The Indian Pine. 
Indian Commission Jones is of the 
opinion that legislation will be se­ 
cured next winter which will result 
in the adoption of a system for dis­ 
posing of the Indian pine in Minne­ 
sota satisfactory to those concerned. 
From information received at the in­ 
terior department the combination 
plan proposed by Messrs. Nesslcr [ 
and Jenkins meets with the approval j 
of the lumber operators and will 
prove satisfactory to the Chippewas. 
Officials of the department in Min­ 
nesota have advised Secretary Hitch­ 
cock that little opposition will bo 
made to the combination of the Me- 
nomonie and Ked Cliff plans. 
This 
is said to be based upon information 
from the lumbermen and indirect in­ 
formation received from members of 
tho Minnesota delegation. 
In this 
connection one of the officials sug­ 
gests that the reservations should bo 
divided into logging districts, each 
under the supervision of a compet­ 
ent official. 
While department of­ 
ficials do not favor the adoption of 
the Menomonio system at any point 
on the reservation, they are willing 
to agree to the bank scale where the 
timber is accessible to streams. This 
is to be done in order to prevent ob­ 
jections being made that operators 
on the river at Minneapolis and 
other points may make against the 
recommendations of 
Nessler and 
Jenkins.- Pioneer Press.

The stock nnd blrtl farm of Frau> 
Cuthbert, located a few miles south of 
Brownsville, Tenn., is just now attract­ 
ing considerable attention, ns It repre­ 
sents ideas of farming somewhat new 
to w est Tennessee, says the Memphis 
Scimitar. 
It i* known as Spring park, 
because of the number of springs found 
on it and because it is believed from 
many m anifestations that a rare belt 
of subterranean water runs in that par­ 
ticular vicinity. 
The owner Is quite a 
young man and is a brother of E. B. 
Cuthbert, lately prominent on Wall 
street. 
This Tennessee farm is one of the 
most unique in the south, at least the 
traveling Nimrods and local social par­ 
ties think so and make it their fre­ 
quent rendezvous. 
At considerable ex­ 
pense and for liis mere personal pleas­ 
ure the owner has placed thereon an 
Innumerable 
variety 
of 
birds 
and 
fowls. 
The American eagle, guinea 
pigs, tine blooded foxes and tine dogs 
have, from time to time, roamed his 
meadows. 
It is the owner’s hobby 
that the pheasant, common to England, 
can find a habitable home in Tennes­ 
see, and he has successfully introduced 
the ring neck English variety. 
Shortly 
after doing so he found protection for 
them against the ruthless marksman 
by legislative enactment. 
Ills bird preserve Is of 2a,000 square 
feet of netted wire on a white frame­ 
work:. 
Located on a green hillside, It 
presents a very pretty sight. On Cuth- 
bert’s farm are found royal bred horses 
—many of the Clydesdale stork—Here­ 
ford nnd Shorthorn cattle, Shropshire 
.•and Oxford down sheep and Poland 
.•and Berkshire hogs. 
lie has a river­ 
side drive of his own, which Is named 
after the noted New York boulevard. 
The farm has railroad facilities, Cuth- 
bort switch being on the road that di­ 
vides liis farm. 
On his table may be 
seen the fruits of versatility, and It 
m ight be said of him, as of that Ken­ 
tucky lion of Whitehall, Cassius Clay, 
that he raises everything for his table 
except coffee, sugar and salt.

A plan by which it is sought to rev­ 
olutionize the social custom s of Bo­ 
hem ians in the United States has been 
undertaken among the 100,000 mem­ 
bers of that race in Chicago by the Bo­ 
hemian Brotherhood of America. 
The 
brotherhood, which is a secret organi­ 
zation and represents a variety of re­ 
ligious beliefs, makes the bold declara­ 
tion that the prevalence of Ingcrsollian 
agnosticism among Bohemians has re­ 
sulted in suicides in such numbers as 
alm ost to threaten the extermination 
o f their race. The brotherhood asserts 
that Bohemians 
are 
accustomed to 
form hands secretly among them selves 
for the express purpose of inducing 
suicides by the wholesale, and 
the 
plans of the crusade, set forth with ex­ 
plicit frankness, contem plate a move­ 
ment that will cheek 
this alarming 
tendency, says the Chicago Tribune. 
F. B. Zdrubek, manager of the Bo­ 
hemian Congregation of Free Think­ 
ers’ churches in Chicago, and Joka 
Paollcke, promoter of local Bohemian 
fraternal societies, are attacked as “ad­ 
vocates of suicides,” and 100 or more 
Bohemian lodges In Chicago are named 
as Institutions of agnosticism in the 
promotion of the so called Ingersoll 
view of suicide. 
Of tin* Bohemians In 
Chicago 00,000 are estim ated by the 
lenders In the new crusade to I a* ag­ 
nostic. The headquarters of tin* Broth­ 
erhood of America art* at Cedar Rapids, 
In.. I at Chicago has been selected as 
the c h ie f field of labor, and Al Vokotin 
has been delegated to manage the ter­ 
ritory. 
To the appeal for co-operation In the 
work of preventing suicides are ap­ 
pended statistics going to show that 
one-third of the deaths among Bo 
heinians are by suicide. 
The appeal 
calls attention to the disgrace of sul 
cide and says: “Our brothers related 
to us by blood, nationality and lan­ 
guage shoot, hang, drown and poison 
them selves as though they were not 
members of a civilized nation, but the 
outcasts of thp most degenerate so­ 
ciety. 
This throws upon us and our 
name, and upon our Bohemian fame, 
such a hlot as can only accumulate 
where the moral Reuse is rotten. 
“Begin to reckon In what way we 
may. with the multitudinous suicides 
of our countrymen In these Bohemian 
societies it Is impossible to explain 
them on the ground of ordinary causes. 
Therefore It is necessary for us to find 
the special or extraordinary cause. 
If 
our health and social conditions were 
as different from the health and social 
conditions of American societies as the 
per cent of suicides among us is great­ 
er, w e could then assign these self 
murders of our brethren to this differ­ 
ence. 
But no such difference exists. 
Our Bohemian societies, C. S. P. H., 
C. S. B. P. J. and J. T., have the dis­ 
tinguishing characteristic of promul­ 
gating agnosticism. 
To be a member 
of any one of these societies and not he 
an agnostic at the sam e time is to ex­ 
pose one’s self to open ridicule and 
Jeering. 
Therefore, by promoting ag­ 
nosticism, our Bohemian societies be­ 
come measurably responsible for the 
suicides.” 
The figures which show the propor­ 
tion of suicides among Bohemians, as 
compared with suicides among persons 
of other nationalities, are taken by the 
brotherhood from the reports of insur­ 
ance and fraternal societies. The com­ 
parative figures follow. 
Among Bo­ 
hemian secret societies which encour­ 
age agnosticism: 


One hundred suicide* in evcrv 1,000 deaths in 
the C. S. I*, a 
Two hundred suicides in every 1,000 deaths In 
th s C. a B. P. J. 
Three hundred tod thirty-three suicides in every 
1,000 deaths in the Jednota Taboritu. 
Among American 
beneficial socie­ 
ties: 


Thirty-flve suicides in every 1,000 deaths in Mod­ 
ern Woodmen. 
Thirty suicides in every 1,000 deaths in A. 0. 
U. W. 
Forty suicides in every 1,000 deaths in Royal 
Arcanum. 
As Illustrating the Importance of the 
foregoing comparisons, It Is stated that 
In Chicago the C. S. P. S. has 5,000 
members and 19 lodges; the C. S. B. P. 
J. has 1,200 members and 12 lodges, 
and the Jednota Taboritu has 8 lodges 
and 1,000 members. 
Mr. Zdrubek, who Is editor of the 
Svornost, a Bohemian daily newspaper 
published in Chicago and who is men­ 
tioned in the circular as encouraging 
suicide, declares that the societies pro­ 
hibit religious belief among their mem­ 
bers, and that the works of Ingersoll 
are used as texts in the orders. 
He a f­ 
firms that it Is against these orders 
that the brotherhood for the preven­ 
tion of suicides Is w aging war. 
“We preach and practice agnosti­ 
cism," said he. “We teach it to our chil­ 
dren, nnd I think the brotherhood has 
a difficult task In hand In attempting 
to effect the so called reform. 
The or­ 
ganization sent thousands of circulars 
among us. 
But to wage war against 
those who do not fear Cod is futile. 
If 
w e choose to commit suicide we are an­ 
swerable to no God and certainly to no 
man.” 
Other officials of the Bohemian socie­ 
ties make no effort to deny the state­ 
ments made by the brotherhood. “The 
fact is,” said Joka Paollcke, “that our 
recret societies enforee agnosticism. 
It 
is also 
>1 fact that there is a serious 
number of suicides, and that we advo­ 
cate suicide, as Ingersoll advocated it.”

I could not look 
upon those pictures without emotion, 
and this weakened me so much that I 
put them away. You cannot conceive

WAR ON SUICIDE CULT. 


Movement to Convert Bohemians 
From Agnosticism. 


HUMBER OF LOUSES ARRAIGNED. 


NOVEL STOCK FARM. 


BprlEg P ark . In Teim r««ee» R a ises 
E a g le s, P h ea sa n ts M i d P osen. 
The stock and bird farm of Frank 
Cuthbert, located a few miles south of 
Brownsville, Tenn., is Just now attract­ 
ing considerable attention, as It repre­ 
sents ideas of farming somewhat new 
to west Tennessee, says the Memphis 
Scimitar. It is known as Spring park, 
because of the number of springs found 
on It and because it is believed from 
many manifestations that a rare belt 
of subterranean wnter runs in that par­ 
ticular vicinity. The owner is quite a 
young man and is a brother of E. B. 
Cuthbert, lately prominent on Wall 
street. 
This Tennessee farm is one of the 
most unique in the south, at least the 
traveling Nimrods aud local social par­ 
ties think so and make it their fre­ 
quent rendezvous. At considerable ex­ 
pense and for his mere personal pleas 
ure the owner has placed thereon an 
innumerable variety of birds and 
fowls. 
The American eagle, guinea 
pigs, fine blooded foxes aud tine dogs 
have, from time to time, roamed his 
meadows. 
It is the owner’s hobby 
that the pheasant, common to England, 
can find a habitable home in Tennes­ 
see, and he has successfully Introduced 
the ring neck English variety. Shortly 
after doing so he found protection for 
them against the ruthless marksman 
by legislative enactment. 
His bird preserve is of 25,000 square 
feet of netted wire on a white frame­ 
work. Located on a green hillside, it 
presents a very pretty sight. On Cuth­ 
bert^ farm are found royal bred horses 
—many of the Clydesdale stock—Here­ 
ford and Shorthorn cattle, Shropshire 
rand Oxford down sheep and Poland 
Mind Berkshire hogs. He has a river­ 
side drive of his own, which is named 
after the noted New York boulevard. 
The farm has railroad facilities, Guth 
bert switch being on the road that dl- 
yide8 his farm. On his table may be 
<■ seen the fruits of versatility, aud It 
might be said of bim, as of that Ken­ 
tucky Mon of Whitehall, Cassius Clay, 
that he raises everything for his table 
except coffee, sugar and salt. 


CENSUS TAKERS' ODD TASKS

The discovery of gold In Alaska and 
the consequent Influx of argonauta 
promise to give a picturesque side to 
the taking of the census of 1900 there. 
The gold seekers have penetrated to 
what were considered almost inacces­ 
sible regions, and the enumerators will 
have to pursue them there. Director 
Merriam recently received a letter 
from Mr. Dunn, who Is In charge 
there, which Indicates that the Alas­ 
kan census of 1900 will be a peculiar 
and picturesque task, says the New 
York Times. Many of the newly popu­ 
lated regions can be reached only by 
dog train. 
Some of them are snow 
bound altogether, and the life of a 
census enumerator will be varied and 
exciting. 
The Hawaiian census la 
also under Director Merriam'! super­ 
vision, so that he will have a task 
which never fell to the lot of any of 
his predecessors. Alatau T. A. Atkin­ 
son, who has charge of the Hawaiian 
census, Is now in Washington. It was 
Mr. Atkinson who had charge of the 
census of 1800, under the Dole govern 
mant It was the first thorough census 
ever taken there.

A plan by which It Is sought to rev­ 
olutionise the social customs of Bo­ 
hemians In the United States has been 
undertaken among the 100,000 mem­ 
bers of that race in Chicago by the Bo­ 
hemian Brotherhood of America. The 
brotherhood, which is a secret organi­ 
sation and represents a variety of re­ 
ligious beliefs, makes the bold declara­ 
tion that the prevalence of Ingcrsolllan 
agnosticism among Bohemians has re­ 
sulted In suicides In such numbers as 
almost to threaten the extermination 
of their race. The brotherhood asserts 
that Bohemians are accustomed to 
form bands secretly among themselves 
for the express purpose of inducing 
suicides by the wholesale, and the 
plans of the crusade, set forth with ex­ 
plicit frankness, contemplate a move­ 
ment that will check this alarming 
tendency, says the Chicago Tribune. 
F. B. Zdrubek, manager of the Bo­ 
hemian Congregation of Free Think­ 
ers’ churches in Chicago, aud Joka 
Paollcke, promoter of local Bohemian 
fraternal societies, are attacked as ’‘ad­ 
vocates of suicides,” and IOO or more 
Bohemian lodges In Chicago are named 
as institutions of agnosticism in the 
promotion of the so called Ingersoll 
view of suicide. Of the Bohemians in 
Chicago 00,000 are estimated by the 
leaders In the new crusade to be ag­ 
nostic. The headquarters of the Broth­ 
erhood of America are at Cedar Rapids, 
In.. I flit Chicago has been selected as 
the chief field of labor, and Al Vokoun 
has been delegated to manage the ter­ 
ritory. 
To the appeal for co-operation In the 
work of preventing suicides are ap­ 
pended statistics going to show that 
one-third of the deaths among Bo­ 
hemians are by suicide. 
The appeal 
calls attention to the disgrace of sui­ 
cide and says: “Our brothers related 
to us by blood, nationality and lan­ 
guage shoot, hang, drown and poison 
themselves as though they were not 
members of a civilised nation, but the 
outcasts of thp most degenerate so­ 
ciety. This throws upon us and our 
name, and upon our Bohemian fame, 
such a blot as can only accumulate 
where the moral sense is rotten. 
“Begin to reckon In what way we 
may, with the multitudinous suicides 
of our countrymen in these Bohemian 
societies it is impossible to explain 
them on the ground of ordinary causes. 
Therefore It is necessary for us to find 
the special or extraordinary cause, lf 
our health and social conditions were 
as different from the health and social 
conditions of American societies as the 
per cent of suicides among us is great­ 
er, we could then assign these self 
murders of our brethren to this differ­ 
ence. 
But no such difference exists. 
Our Bohemian societies, C. S. P. S., 
C. S. B. P. J. and J. T., have the dis­ 
tinguishing characteristic of promul­ 
gating agnosticism. To be a member 
of any one of these societies and not be 
an agnostic at the same time Is to ex­ 
pose one’s self to open ridicule and 
Jeering. Therefore, by promoting ag­ 
nosticism, our Bohemian societies be­ 
come measurably responsible for the 
suicides." 
The figures which show the propor­ 
tion of suicides among Bohemians, as 
compared with suicides among persons 
of other nationalities, are taken by the 
brotherhood from the reports of insur­ 
ance and fraternal societies. The com­ 
parative figures follow.

“Afterward we rowed out there, anc 
looking down Into the water we conk 
see the tops of trees beneath the stir 
face. We could get no soundings where 
WW tritfu.”

As Illustrating the Importance of the 
foregoing comparisons, It Is stated that 
In Chicago the C. S. P. S. has 6,000 
members and IO lodges; the C. 8. B. P. 
J. has 1,200 members and 12 lodges, 
and the Jednota Taborltu has 8 lodges 
and 1,000 members. 
Mr. Zdrubek, who is editor of the 
Svornost, a Bohemian daily newspaper 
published lo Chicago and who is men­ 
tioned In the circular as encouraging 
suicide, declares that the societies pro­ 
hibit religious belief among their mem­ 
bers, and that the works of Ingersoll 
are used as texts in the orders. He af­ 
firms that It is against these orders 
that the brotherhood for the preven­ 
tion of suicides Is waging war. 
“We preach and practice agnosti­ 
cism," said he. “We teach it to our chil­ 
dren, and I think the brotherhood has 
a difficult task In hand In attempting 
to effect the so called reform. The or­ 
ganisation sent thousands of circulars 
among us. But to wage war against 
those who do not fear God is futile, lf 
we choose to commit suicide we are an­ 
swerable to no God and certainly to no 
man." 
Other officials of the Bohemian socie­ 
ties make no effort to deny tile state­ 
ments made by tile brotherhood. “The 
fact is,” said .Joka Paollcke, “that our 
rocret societies enforce agnosticism. It 
Is also a fact that there is a serious 
number of suicides, arid that we advo­ 
cate suicide, as Ingersoll advocated it."

H is S u fferin gs o n Devil** Isla n d . 
The Figaro’s Paris correspondent, 
Jules Huret, who traveled with ex- 
Captaln Dreyfus from Rennet to 
Mantes, relates some interesting Inci­ 
dents of the trip. Dreyfus told him 
that he attributed the animosity of the 
headquarters people toward him to his 
Jewish faith and his independent char­ 
acter. 
“I was never one who would lick any 
one’s boots," said Dreyfus. “I always 
regarded Esterhaxy as a sharper who 
cheated hie country for the sake ot 
money. General Mercler Is wicked and 
dishonest, but I do not believe he Is 
conscious of tho evil he did. 
'I cannot understand that part of the 
sentence which refers to extenuating 
circumstances. 
It was monstrous to 
recognise extenuating circumstances lf 
they really believed me guilty of 
treason." 
M. Huret asked Dreyfus how he 
managed to live and keep his reason 
while on Devil’s island. Dreyfus re­ 
plied: 
“When I determined to live I remov­ 
ed from my sight the photographs of 
my wife and children. I could not look 
upon those pictures without emotion, 
and this weakened me so much that I 
put them away. You cunnot conceive 
what a struggle this was I"

A CORN SHOCK BINDER. 


It M a k r * a Strot«ht, CnrapKr! O h o r k 
a n d Kavra T wine. 
Take a round hard wood stick 
hick 
o rj or ash la heat- 1*4 Inchca In dlam 
eter and 4*4 feet long and with a draw 
lng knife ahnrpen one end to a tapering 
point. 
On the other end fasten a atout hard 
wood crank. Exactly In the center of 
a piece of wagon felly bora a hole Just 
large enough to permit the round atlck 


A SHOCK IM M ’IK U D 1T 1C R 
to turn freely when Inserted. Round 
off the Inner corner at hoth ends and 
bore nn Inch hole diagonally through 
the felly at each end 
Plane the felly 
smooth and round off all sharp corners 
to avoid wearing the rope. Procure 12 
to 1T» feet of half Inch rope and tie a 
knot In one end and wrap the other 
with soft wire. 
Pore n small hole through the round 
atlck about three inches from the crank 
and put a light Iron ring about two Inch­ 
es In diameter on your rope. Double a 
piece of strong soft wire and Insert It 
In the hole through the round piece. 
Put the rope through the loop In the 
wire, drawing the knot up to the loop. 
Then wrap the rope half way round 
the stick and fasten with tin* wire, 
leaving the ring between the two fas­ 
tenings. 
Now tie a l ing about an Inch in diam­ 
eter on one end of a short piece of 
strong cord and tie the other end 
through tlic hole In the felly that comes 
on the left hand side when the binder 
Is In use. This cord should be Just long 
enough to reach the end of the crank 
handle, as Its use Is to prevent the 
crnnk from uiiwiodlug while the twine 
Is being adjusted around the shock. 
Drive a small wire nail a short ills 
tance Into the upper side of the felly 
near the left hand end and bend the 
top so as to form a hook. Your nia- 
chln Is now complete. 
Slip the felly piece on the round stick 
with the concave side from you, thread 
the rope through the hole In right 
hand end and thrust the sharp end 
through the shock at the height you 
wish the band. Take hold of the rope, 
walk round the shook with It, thread 
through the hole in the left hand end, 
and through the ring fastened to tho 
round stick draw up all slack and tie 
with a bowknot. 
Now turn the crnnk until you have 
squeezed the shock as tightly as you 
wish and slip the smull ring attached 
to the cord over the end of the crank 
handle to prevent unwinding 
Tie a 
loop in the end of your binding twine, 
catch It on the hook on top of the felly 
piece and walk around the shock, tak­ 
ing care to keep the twine close to and 
above the rope. 
When you have found 
the length required, cut the twine, slip 
the end through the loop, draw taut 
and tie. 
This may seem a l'IMe complicated. 
About a few hours’ practice will enable 
any one to do the work rapidly. 
The correspondent who originally de­ 
scribed this device, substantially as 
here re la te d , In The Farm, Field and 
Fireside says Its principal advantage 
lies In the quality of the work per­ 
formed. 
Drawing equally from both 
sides, It makes a very compact shock, 
which keeps out ruin and snow. 
It 
makes the shock stand up and saves 
twine.

A piece of moist flannel is laid upon 
n plate, and a certain number of seeds 
are counted out and laid upon the flan­ 
nel, a second fold of which is placed 
over them. Then another plate is In­ 
verted over the whole. The seeds are 
removed and counted as fast as they 
germinate. Good crimson clover will 
aprout 80 to 00 per cent of the seed 
within three days. 


East of the Alleghany mountains the 
hay crop is decidedly short in almost all 
districts, and while weather conditions 
In New England favored a moderately 
heavy growth for the second cutting 
the whole yield Is much the small­ 
est for a number of years, according to 
The American Agriculturist. 


A HOMEMADE CORN CUTTER. 


A VinttMHa Van'* Simple nn«! S n tla fa c - 
lor} Arrnniirmrnt. 
The day for cutting corn by hand Is 
almost past. 
There arc a number of 
machines on the market, hut we have 
not found one more satisfactory than a 
homemade cutter we have been using. 
The sled Is made with runners C feet 
long and 2% feet wide. Tho platform 
is made of inch hoards and extends 13 
inches on the right or knife side. 
The 
sled Is an easy load for one horse. The 
whlffletrees are attached to the Iron 
rod C, Fig. 1. 
The sled Is also fitted 
with shafts. 
These can be made of 
any light timber. 
Straight poles are 
what we use. Boro a hole through one 
end to pass the rod 0 through. These 
are to prevent the horse from backing 
Into the knife. 
The knife A is about I wo feet In 
length and is securely bolted to the 
sled at each end. 
It can lie made of 
nn old plowshare or n heavy scythe, 
or a blacksmith can moke one. 
The 
ease In cutting lies In getting this knife 
on the sled at the right slant. 
The 
front end should be bolted to the 2 by 
4 brace, B, shown by dotted Hues; the 
other, 13 Inches out from the runner to 
the other brace, I>. 
The outer end 
should lie a trifle the higher and the 
edge of the knife turned up n little, so 
that the weight of tin* sled will help 
cut the corn. 
A box, E, fastened on, 
serves as a sent for the one cutting the 
corn 
The horse should be gentle and 
will need little attention, ns it wnlks In 
the corn row. As the stalks are cut off 
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A 8LI I» roll LTTTINO COHN, 
they fnll back Into the arms of the 
operator, who holds them until he has 
nn armful, then stops Ills horse and 
carries the stalks to the nearest shook 
or lay them In piles to set up later. 
This machine, like all fodder cutters, 
Is a dangerous thing for men and 
beast, and too much care cannot be 
used In working around It. The device 
at Fig. 2 Is used ns a safeguard when 
the machine Is not In use. It ts made 
of a 2 by (t plank three feet long. Holes 
are bored In the sled platform at F and 
II. 
Insert pins in the 2 by 4 plank and 
In the holes in the platform, and the 
knife will be covered so that nothing 
can come in contact with the edge, 
says a Kansas farmer, who describes 
this cutter In the Ohio Farmer.

•tumpnge may be made excellent pas­ 
turage. In some of the heavily wooded 
sections 
of 
Wisconsin 
the 
cow 
Is 
brought In about as soon as the timber 
has been hauled away. 
The stumps 
remain, and In the course of nature the 
spaces around them would soon grow 
up thick with briers, berry bushes and 
underbrush. 
But the farmer puts In 
his harrow and perhaps his plow, and 
the land Is roughly prepared for grass 
seed, which Is at once sown. 
The 
grass quickly gets n firm hold, and 
there Is no room for either underbrush 
or weeds. 
The whole land Is soon oc­ 
cupied with grass, except that actually 
occupied by the stumps. 
The cows are then turned Into this 
pasture and occupy It for years. Mean­ 
time the stumps, If they be of certain 
varieties of trees, are rotting away at 
the roots, and the rotting clears the 
way for the stumpago pasture to be­ 
come a tillable field. 
This plan Is 
worthy of more general adoption, ac­ 
cording to Farm, Field and Fireside. 
Land that has been cleared of timber 
Is generally allowed to He practically 
waste for long years. 
If the cattle are 
turned upon It for pasturage, they sim­ 
ply 
browse the wild 
grasses 
that 
spring up here and there. 
Too often 
weeds get possession In such numbers 
that the whole area becomes a verita­ 
ble thicket of weeds. In all such cases 
grass should be placed In possession of 
the denuded land.

The sentiment against the sale of 
poor seed Is growing. 
The department of agriculture Is said 
to be engaged In the attempt to Impart 
to Connecticut tobacco the flavor and 
nroina 
of

through Improved methods of fermen­ 
tation. 
The phrase “tillage is manure’' may 
be classed as one of the “half truths.’’ 
From recent experiments It appears 
fiat the reason tillage seems to be 
i.mnure is that It enables the plant to 
utilize completely the fertility that Is 
In the soil, particularly potash and 
phosphoric acid, but If this process Is 
carried on Indefinitely without applica­ 
tion of any kind of manure It will ren­ 
der the land hopelessly barren. 
Boston market or white seeded ten­ 
nis ball Is a popular lettuce for forc­ 
ing. 
As soon as onion bulbs attain full 
size and the tops turn brown they 
should be pulled, thrown Into windrows 
and allowed to cure for ten or more 
days, or if there is danger from rain 
the curing should be done In open 
sheds or on the barn floor. 
Excess of 
either sunshine or rain Is likely to In­ 
jure the bulbs. 
The most common 
processes of wintering the onions are 
freezing the bulbs and keeping them in 
this state all the winter and storing 
them in dry apartments where the tem ­ 
perature can be maintained Just above 
the freezing point.

“There is bound to be war between 
the English and the Boers,” said Ixm- 
ise Vescellus Sheldon, who lived three 
years In South Africa, to a New York 
Tribune reporter the other day, “for 
the fact In a nutshell Is that the Eng­ 
lishman despises the ignorant Boer, or 
farmer, and the Boer tells you that the 
Englishman has robbed him of every­ 
thing that he could lay Ids hands on 
and has killed his w o m en and children 
and made him ‘trek’ from Cape Town 
on the south to the Transvaal on the 
north. 
He has done his last ‘trekking’ 
to please the outlander, or foreigner. 
“Their are grievances on both sides 
of the question, but the Boer is in pos­ 
session of the country that he has set­ 
tled, and he would not be if the Eng 
Hah won the victory In battle, and

therefore this war which Is looming on 
the horizon between England and Paul 
Kruger’s people will be one full of hor­ 
ror. 
But there will be nothing gained 
by waiting, for war must come sooner 
or later. 
“The Boers of South Africa are a dls- 
tluct race by themselves. 
They are 
and always will remain primitive men 
and women, who prefer to live on iso­ 
lated farms, far from any neighbors. 
The Boer’s ancestor, probably some 
Dutch or French Huguenot exile, ‘trek­ 
ked’ at the command of the outlander, 
who came and took possession of his 
slaves and farm. 
But he will not 
‘trek’ again to please any enemy. 
“The Boer women are very prolific, 
mnny of them having from 15 to 23 
children. 
This Is not an uncommon 
fact, and these children are ruled by 
their mother W'lth a strong but silent 
hand. Tho women of this race are tall 
and massive, with giants for sons, 
whom they bring up In barefooted free­ 
dom to run over their native veldt 
“Good features and a beautiful com­ 
plexion are common to the Boer wom­ 
an, and, although she may only live In 
a primitive house of cement and clay, 
she Is most careful of her looks. When 
In an ox wagon or Oape cart she dr 1 vet 
with her face swathed In folded linen, 
allowing only the eyes to remain un 
covered. 
The hot winds that sw'eep 
over the country from the Kalharl 
desert blister and burn and play havoc 
with the skin. 
“She Is not as Ignorant as one would 
suppose, but she lacks that worldly 
wise self possession which tho Eng­ 
lish woman has cultivated. 
She Is In 
a way shy and speechless before ft for­ 
eigner, unless he or she is an Ameri­ 
can; 
then 
a 
metamorphosis 
takes 
place. Her eyes sparkle, a little added 
color files to her cheeks as she says, 
‘You come from a republic like our 
own.’ 
She Is energetic to such a de­ 
gree that It tires an American woman 
who Is not a clubwoman to watch her. 
Her religion Is of the Dutch Reformed 
creed, and she and her family ‘trek* 
into town every three mouths to a 
beautiful church built of stone, erected 
at a cost of $50,000 or $00,000, In a vil­ 
lage of not over 1,000 Inhabitants. 
“Her lazy, black, native servants 
have to be told every day from the 
time they arrive from their distant 
hots In the morning until night Just 
what they must do* The Kaffir has no 
memory for the white man's work, and 
therefore a sharp stick well laid on his 
back Is the only argument which the 
Boer frau uses and which will make 
him work. 
She can alwrays get serv­ 
ants, strange to say, while her English 
neighbor will bo forced to do her own 
work through lack of understanding 
how to rule them. Until one lives in tb« 
country and closely observes the cus­ 
toms of the Cape people in governing 
the native the servant question re­ 
mains as difficult to solve as here. 
“The Boer frau stays at home $nd 
runs the farm of several thousand 
acres while the men of the family go 
to war, and her Inherited and acquired 
hatred of the English is so Intense that 
she glories in being able to send her 
sous to destroy them. She Is extreme In 
her likes and dislikes, and the English­ 
man has no bitterer foe than the Boer 
frau. 
The English have no love for 
primitive, uncultured people, and they 
have on several occasions presumed 
upon tho outward appearance of timid­ 
ity In the Boer and In turn been sound­ 
ly thrashed. 
“Olive Schreiner, the writer, married 
a Cape Dutchman, who in honor of his 
wife’s fame changed his name to 
Schreiner. 
She has since pushed her 
husband’s political Interests to such an 
extent by Identifying herself, through 
her pen, with the interests of Cape Col- 
t»y that he is now prime minister of 


that dependency. 
Olive Schreiner is a 
factor among the Dutch at the ‘Cape,’ 
as South Africa 1* alluded to, but she 
Is not recognized as a w'oman of any 
Influence by the outlander, and so the 
two allies are constantly working at 
cross purposes lu every way, and they 
will neither of them gain anything by 
waiting war must come. 
“The great ‘Diamond King,’ the late 
Barney Bnrnato, was a character In 
the financial world of South Africa. 
He married a w oman from Cape Town 
who was a beautiful little creature, 
with dainty features and swarthy skin 
and eyes as black as sloes. They were 
married 12 years when his opportunity 
came of doubling his fortune In the 
goldficlds of South Africa. At one time 
he was said to be worth $100,000,000, 
which 
he had accumulated In ten 
years. 
During that time his wife gave 
birth to four children. Recently, when 
I looked at the Alnddlnllke palace 
looming up near Hyde park, London, 
and thought of the little corrugated 
iron cottage In which he had lived as 
our nearest neighbor on the Kimber­ 
ley diamond fields, 1 had strong lean­ 
ings toward becoming n fatalist. Bar­ 
ney Uurnato hnd at one time aspira­ 
tions for Cape parliamentary honors, 
for he said he did not si*e. why he 
should not, considering that his wealth 
represented nine-tenths of the exports 
of South Africa. 
But he was not mar­ 
ried to tin Olive Schreiner, nor was he 
a Dutchman, two very good reasons 
for Afrikanders to bar him out. 
“ No one but Americans could ever 
amalgamate with the Boers, and that 
will never be, because Americans have 
enough to do In developing Nature’s 
storehouses in their own country, for 
the poorest mines In Cripple Creek, 
Colo., which are not considered worth 
working, Hre richer than the richest 
mines in the Johannesburg gold fields.”

Inquiries of some of tlic chief dealers 
In sporting guns show that their sea­ 
son’s trade has been especially active 
during September. Shotguns are brisk­ 
ly sold, but there Is a very lively^de- 
mand for sporting rifles, for which 
women customers are partly responsi­ 
ble. says the New York Post. 
“You would be surprised,” said the 
head of one large* establishment, "to 
know how the number of women who 
go shooting with their husbands or 
brothers has Increased lu the last six 
or eight years. 
No, I don’t think the 
change Is wholly due to the athletic 
woman. 
It seems to me that most of 
the women who go In for shooting do 
so because w hen the husband goes off 
on a shooting trip he wants to take his 
wife with him and let her have a share 
In the fun. 
“The women come In here with their 
men folk sometimes and they pick up 
a gun with no more Idea how to hold 
It than if It was a lasso. 
I don’t think 
there has been more than one woman 
In this store who took up a gun as if 
she knew how to handle It. 
No, they 
are no more difficult customers than 
men. 
If a man Isn’t an expert him­ 
self, he goes to some friend who lldnks 
lie Is au expert and asks for advice. 
The man who has been shooting for 
several years thinks he knows It all, 
and that we don’t know anything. 
So 
the new hand conies in here, full of in­ 
fallible advice, and it’s bard work to 
suit him. 
We’ve got everything, but 
ho<'Hu’t decide. 
“The women know they don’t know’, 
and we can suit them quickly, 
Wo 
sell them a very light rifle, 30 caliber, 
with smokeless powder and long bul­ 
lets, like those of the navy rllle. 
Yes; 
they say they can shoot, and kill deer 
tpo. 
But the way they handle guns 
here doesn’t look much like I t ”

A CORN 8HOCK BINDER. 


It H akea a S traight. Com part 
a a l Sn t m Tw taa. 
Take a round bard trood stick—hick- 
ary or aah la beat—1% inches In diam­ 
eter and 4H feet long and with a draw­ 
ing knife sharpen one end to a tapering 
point. 
On the other end fasten a stout hard 
wood crank. Exactly in the center of 
a place of wagon felly bore a bale Just 
large enough to permit the found stick

to torn freely when Inserted. Round 
off the Inner corner at I>oth ends and 
bore an Inch hole diagonally through 
the felly at each end. Plane the felly 
smooth and round off all sharp corners 
to avoid wearing the rope. Procure 12 
to 16 feet of half Inch rope and tie a 
knot In one end aud wrap the other 
with soft wire. 
Bore a small hole through the round 
•tick about three inches from the crank 
and put a light Iron ring about two Inch­ 
es In diameter on your rope. Double a 
piece of strong soft wire and Insert It 
In the bole through the round piece. 
Put the rope through the loop In the 
wire. drawing the knot up to the loop. 
Then wrap the rope half way round 
the stick and fasten with the wire, 
leaving the ring between the two fas­ 
tenings. 
Now tie a ring about nu inch in diam­ 
eter ou one end of a short piece of 
strong cord and tie the other end 
through the hole In the felly that comes 
on the left hand side when the binder 
Is In use. This cord should be just long 
enough to reach tile end of the crank 
handle, as Its use Is to prevent the 
crank from unwinding while the twine 
Is being adjusted around the shock. 
Drive a small wire nail a short dis* 
tance Into the upper side of the felly 
near the left hand end and bend the 
top so as to form a book. Your ma- 
chin Is now complete. 
Blip the felly piece on the round stick 
with the concave side from you, thread 
the rope through the hole In right 
hand end and thrust the sharp end 
through the shock at the height yon 
wish the band. Take hold of the rape, 
walk round the shock with It, thread 
through the hole in the left hand end, 
and through the ring fastened to the 
round stick draw up all slack and tie 
with a bowknot. 
Now turn the crank until you have 
nqueesed the shock as tightly as you 
wish and slip the small ring attached 
to the cord over the end of the crank 
handle to prevent unwinding. 
Tie a 
loop in the eud of your binding twine, 
catch It ou the hook on top of the felly 
piece and walk around the shock, tak­ 
ing care to keep the twine close to and 
above the rope. When you have found 
the length required, cut the twine, slip 
the end through the loop, draw taut 
and tie. 
This may seem a little i implicated. 
About a few hours* practice will enable 
any one to do tho work rapidly. 
The correspondent who originally de­ 
scribed this device, substantially aa 
here repeated, in The Farm, Field and 
Fireside says Its principal advantage 
Ilea In the quality of the work per- 
formed.

stumpage may be made excellent pas­ 
turage. In Borne of the heavily wooded 
sections of Wisconsin the cow la 
brought In about as soon aa the timber 
has been hauled away. 
The stumps 
remain, and In the course of nature the 
spaces around them would soon grow 
up thick with briers, berry bushes and 
underbrush. 
But the farmer puts in 
his harrow and perhaps his plow, and 
the land la roughly prepared for grass 
seed, which is at once sown. 
The 
grass quickly gets a firm hold, and 
there Is no room for either underbrush 
or weeds. The whole land la soon oc­ 
cupied with grass, except that actually 
occupied by the atumpe. 
The cows are then turned Into this 
pasture and occupy it for years. Mean­ 
time the stumps, lf they be of certain 
varieties of trees, are rotting away at 
the roots, and the rotting clears the 
way for the stumpage pasture to ha­ 
rems a tillable field. 
This plan Is 
worthy of more general adoption, ac­ 
cording to Farm, Field and Fireside. 
Land that has been cleared of timber 
Is generally allowed to lie practically 
waste for long years, lf the cattle are 
turned upon It for pasturage, they sim­ 
ply browse the wild grasses that 
spring up here and there. 
Too often 
weeds get possession In such numbers 
that the whole area become* a verita­ 
ble thicket of weeds. In all such cases 
grass should be placed In possession of 
the denuded land.

Pushcart venders will soon sell liquid 
air at a nickel a gallon, 
and 
every 
house 
will 
have Its own cooling ap­ 
paratus, A plant capable of turning out 
1,500 gallons of liquid air daily has 
been established in West Thirty-third 
street, and a company expects to put 
the discovery on the market in a short 
time as a commercial product. 
The air 
is produced with comparative cheap­ 
ness, and will be sold as a refrigerant 
and as a source of power. 
The pro­ 
moters of this new novelty gave a pub­ 
lic exhibition yesterday of their ap­ 
paratus. and demonstrated that they 
could produce air much cheaper than 
any one else. 
The apparatus for pro­ 
ducing the air is the Ostergren-Burger 
process. 
While the 
system 
follows 
Tripler’s invention in the main, the 
insulation used by Ostergren and Burg­ 
er to prevent the absorption of warmth 
from the surrounding atmosphere ap­ 
pears to he more effective. 
Tripler 
roughly estimated the cost of produ­ 
cing a gallon of liquid air to be aliout 
20 cents. 
Ostergren and Burger appear 
to get it for from G to 10 cents at pres­ 
ent, although they hope to improve on 
these figures. 
With a steam engine 
capable of developing 200 horse power 
in a day of twenty-four hours an out­ 
put of about 1,500 gallons has been ob­ 
tained. 
The new experimenters in this 
interesting line of work have invented 
a motor for utilizing the stored energy 
of the liquid air and nope for a patent 
within a few 
weeks. 
Already they 
have a tiny turbine operated by a Jet 
of vaporized liquid, and this turbine 
drives a fan. 
Rooms occupied by peo­ 
ple can thus he conveniently cooled, 
it is thought that by using the liquefy­ 
ing apparatus in place of an ammonia 
plant cold storage may 
he 
had as 
cheaply as by any other method. 
It 
has been a puzzling matter hitherto to 
put liquid air In a convenient shape 
for transportation. 
Tt was found to he 
unsafe to inclose it in sealed recepta­ 
cles, because evaporation was sure to 
‘take place, and the 
pressure 
which 
would 
thus 
be 
exerted 
from 
the 
interior upon the walls of the con­ 
taining vessel would he ruinous. 
But 
a plan has been devised for obviating 
this difficulty, yet without allowing e x ­ 
pensive waste. 
A vessel 
that 
has 
double metallic walls holds the fluid, 
and the air which evaporates on e s­ 
caping from the inner receptacle flows 
out between the two metallic walls, 
but It is kept there under pressure. 
A 
safety valve prevents any serious ten­ 
sion, and yet discourages the volatiliz­ 
ing process. 
The vessel described Is 
inclosed in a much larger one of wicker 
or similar material, and excelsior is 
packed between it and 
the 
outside 
walls of the reservoir. 
In these recep 
tacles the company will put the air on 
the market at a low figure.—Pittsburg 
Dispatch. 


A C u rio u s 1’lHiit. 
From 
the 
Washington 
Star: 
“A 
curious plant,” said an eminent bot­ 
anist to the writer, a day or two ago, 
“ is the wild tamarind, or junbai plant 
of the riverside and waste places of 
tropical America, and very strange are 
its effects upon the non-ruminant ani­ 
mals that feed upon Its young shoots, 
leaves, pods and seeds. 
It 
causes 
horses to lose the hair from 
their 
manes and tails, has a similar effect 
upon mules and donkeys, and reduces 
pigs to complete madness. 
Horses are 
said to recover when fed exclusively on 
corn and grass, but the new hair is of 
different color and texture from the 
old, so that the animal is never quite 
the same as it was. 
One animal, of 
which 1 personally knew, after feeding 
on the plant, lost its hoofs and had to 
be kept in slings until they grew and 
hardened again. 
Ruminant animals 
are not thus affected, and the growth 
of the plant is thus encouraged in the 
Bahamas as a fodder plant for cattle, 
sheep and goats. 
The difference In its 
action upon ruminants and non-rumi­ 
nants is probably due to changes e f ­ 
fected upon it in the chewing of the 
cud.”

Pushcart vendors will soon sell liquid 
air at a nickel a gallon, 
and 
every 
house will 
have Its own cooling ap­ 
paratus. A plant capable of turning out 
1,500 gallons of liquid air daily has 
been established in West Thirty-third 
street, and a company expects to put 
the discovery on the market in a short 
time as a commercial product. The air 
is produced with comparative cheap­ 
ness, and will be Bold as a refrigerant 
and as a source of power. 
The pro­ 
moters of this new novelty gave a pub­ 
lic exhibition yesterday of their ap­ 
paratus, and demonstrated that they 
could produce air much cheaper than 
any one else. 
The apparatus for pro­ 
ducing the air is the Ostergren-Burger 
process. 
While the 
system 
follows 
Tripler’s invention in the main, the 
insulation used by Ostergren and Burg­ 
er to prevent the absorption of warmth 
from the surrounding atmosphere ap­ 
pears to be more effective. 
Tripler 
roughly estimated the cost of produ­ 
cing a gallon of liquid air to be about 
20 cents. Ostergren and Burger appear 
to get it for from 6 to IO cents at pres­ 
ent, although they hope to improve on 
these figures. 
With a steam engine 
capable of developing 200 horse power 
in a day of twenty-four hours an out­ 
put of about 1,500 gallons has been ob­ 
tained. The new experimenters in this 
interesting line of work have invented 
a motor for utilizing the stored energy 
of the liquid air and hope for a patent 
within a few weeks. 
Already they 
have a tiny turbine operated by a jet 
of vaporized liquid, and this turbine 
drives a fan. 
Rooms occupied by peo­ 
ple can thus be conveniently cooled. 
It is thought that by using the liquefy­ 
ing apparatus in place of an ammonia 
plant cold storage may 
be 
had as 
cheaply as by any other method. 
It 
has been a puzzling matter hitherto to 
put liquid air in a convenient shape 
for transportation. 
It was found to be 
unsafe to inclose it in sealed recepta 
des, because evaporation was sure to 
ftake place, and the 
pressure 
which 
would 
thus 
be 
exerted 
from 
the 
interior upon the walls of the con 
tainlng vessel would be ruinous. 
But 
a plan has been devised for obviating 
this difficulty, yet without allowing ex­ 
pensive waste. 
A vessel 
that 
has 
double metallic walls holds the fluid, 
and the air which evaporates on es 
caping from the inner receptacle flows 
out between the two metallic walls, 
but it is kept there under pressure. 
A 
safety valve prevents any serious ten­ 
sion, and yet discourages the volatiliz­ 
ing process. 
The vessel described is 
inclosed in a much larger one of wicker
